PRISON TIPS ON MARSHALL MURDER. 


Attorney Green to Go to Joliet to See 
Convict Seals, Who Wants te 
Give Information.

Attorney Alexander Green, who was the 
attorney for Clarence White in his recent 
trial for murder, will go to the penitentiary 
at Joliet next Sunday to investigate a story 
told by a convict there. 

Green received a letter yesterday from 
Father Cyriac, the Catholic chaplain at the 
prison, which said a convict named C. H.

"Deals was convicted in Judge Stein's court 
on May 28 on a charge of robbery, and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for an indefinite

“Then I saw a man descending the stairs 
toward me. Of course I was terribly fright- 
ened, but I was as much alarmed for the 
safety of my husband as from any other 
cause. 1 was at the foot of the stairway 
when the second man came up to me. 
Then I saw he wore a mask and had a re- 
volver in his hand. He told me to be quiet 
in about the same words the other robber 
had spoken to my husband. He made me 
give him my pocketbook and.then ordered 
me to stand ina dark corner of the hall while 
he called to his companion to come down- 
stairs. 

** After giving us another warning to make 
no outcry they went to the rear part of the 
house and escaped through the window 
where they entered.” 

An examination of the window at the rear 
of the house showed that the robbers, were 
more than clever in their work. The sashes 


had been equipped with the latest improved. 


safety applianees, composed of bolt-spring 
catches on the inside of each. The locks 
were on each side of the sash, and the one 
in the upper sash controlled the lower and 
vice versa. In order to get at and use these 
locks to admit themselves the robbers were 
forced to break the heavy plate glass of the 
upper window in two places and then force 
the lower sash upward, breaking the small 
fastener on the windows.

Load Is Teo Great. 


“With these and other repudiated and 
objectionable features of proposed public 
' poli¢y, the convention made a declaration 
in favor of the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver.

Suaded that no delegate elected to this Re- 
publican convention will for one moment 
tolerate the thought that it is any part 
or portion of ‘his duty or privilege to turn 
the Republican party of the State over to 
the Democracy or any other organization.

“In the future, as in the past, I shall stand 
for protection and free coinage. Firmly be- 
lieving that the best interests of our State 
and the Nation at large-will be subserved 
by the election of McKinley and Hobart.

“The few who seek to find justification in 
the platform for advoca-y of the single gold 
Standard are at war with the party and its 
platform.

B. REED SPEAKS AT LIMERICK. 


It Is a Duty During This Campaign to 
Break Party Lines. 


Limerick, Me., Sept. 8.—Thomas B. Reed. 
Herbert M. Heath of Augusta, Me., and 
Frank S. Black, the Republican nominee for 
Governor of New York, spoke before a 
crowd of fully 3,500 people at the Republican 
ratification here today.

The Democrat who 
comes into our ranks won't find an angelic 
company, for all Republicans are not yet 
capable of joining the church. 

“ The object of the currency is to facilitate 
the exchange of that which we have for 
that we want. That coin that does your 
work, and no coin can do more thanthat. I 
miner to 
our own disadvdntage. The Western people 
deserve to be well treated, and we have well 
treated them by buying $164,000,000 in sil- 
ver that is today worth one-half less than 
what it was when we bought it. 

“They tell us of the crime of 18783: how 
silver was secretly demonetized when the 
people had free access to the Congressional 
Globe. They speak of its being done secretly 
in such a manner that it reminds me of 
stealing upon a person during the darkness 
with a stiletto. No one paid any attention 
to this at the time. They call it up today 
because they want to use it. ( 

* What do we, as laboring people, want? 
Every laboring man, whether he works with 
his hands or with his brain, wants a chance 
to sell what he produces. The Cifferent 
labor organizations are a necessary out- 
growth of the factory system, and are what 
the laboring man needs.”’

TALKS TO PHE EDITORS. 


M'KINLEY MAKES A SPEECH TO OHIO 
NEWSPAPER MEN. 


Great Power of the Press for Good or 
Evil—More Earnest, More Aggress- 
ive, and More Efficient This Year 
than Ever Before—Leading in the 
Educational Werk Indispensable to 
a Proper. Understanding of. Ques- 
tions Before the People. 


Canton, O., Sept. 8.—The Ohio Republican 
Editorial Assoctation this afternoon listened” 
tO @ masterly address- by Charles Emory 
Smith of the Philadelphia Press, and then’ 
marched in a body to the McKinley home. 
The editors were joined by a number of 
Cantonians, and the party which, cheered 
Maj. McKinley when he appeared on the 
porch numbered several hundred. 

The venerable John Hopley of the Bucyrus 
Journal was Sppkesmag Jor the editors. He 
said in part: | 

" Whilé the’ Nation was increasing in 
wealth at thé rate of a million dollars a 
day, public confidegce was natural, but who 
can have faith in a-system that has resuited 
in. the increase of the -public debt by half a 
milllon dollars every day, with no prospect 
of improvement? However urgent the neces- 
sity of public confidence, certainty of the 
future is absolutely essential to its return. 
The success-of free silver would make the 
future more uncertain than ever, and the 
return of public confidence in the presence 
of such uncertainty would be more hope- 
less than ever. But the success of honest 
money and the chance to earn it would im- 
mediately give to the Nation a. certain 
future, and on the fth of November thou- 
Sands of contracts involving millions of 
dollars now awaiting the result would then 
be closed, and all over the Nation, as the first 
fruits of that success would be a revival of 
activity, even as the returning sun in spring 


wakes torpid nature into bright and beauti-

Maj. McKinley's Response. 

Maj. McKinley replied as follows: 

eg Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Re- 
pubiican Press Association of Ohio: Ihave 
been deeply moved by the gracious words 
of your venerable spokesman.

Charles Emory Smith's Address. 


The feature of the afternoon meeting of 
the Republican Ohio editors was an addres 
by Charles Emory Smith, editor of the Phila- 
delphia Press and ex-Minister to Russia. Mr. 
Smith said in part: 

‘We must educate the people in elemental 
principles. We must educate them to under- 
stand that we cannot have two standards of 
value any more than two standards of 
weight or length. In our modern civilization 
the function of money as a measure of value 
‘js even more important than its functions as 
a medium of exchange. Our exchanges ag- 
gregate sixty thousand millions a year, but 
our money in circulation is only fifteen hun- 
dred millions. The bulk of the exchanges Is 
effected with checks and other instruments 
cf credit. But though money itself ts not 
exchanged, all exchanges are measured ‘in 
the dollar unit of value, and the security and 


safety of the whole volume depend gn the — 


integrity «f that dollar unit,. just as the 
safety of every sale of cloth depends on the 
integrity of the yard unit. You can make a 
vard stick of wood or of ivory, but they must 
have the same length. You can make a dol- 
‘ar of gold or silver, but they must have the 
same value. You sell cloth and measure the 
quantity in yards: you pay and measure the 
amount in dollars: and whether you measure 
in half yards called yards or in 50-cent dol- 
lars called 100-cent dellars, the transaction 
is equally fraudulent and dishonest. Our 
existing standard of value is the -1(0-cent 
gold dollar; free silver coinage would make 
our standard the 50-cent silver dollar, and 
that is the reason why it would bea crime or. 
repudiation, dishonor, and disaster. 


“ Independence.” 


“ We must educate the people that politi- 
cal independence {ts one thing and inde- 
pendence of the laws of trade and nature 15s 
another. The most puerile and grotesque 
idea even of the Boy Orator is his repeated 
and pet notion that because -this country 
declared political independence of Europe 
in 1776 it ought to declare an independent 
monetary standard in 1896. He seems to 
think that we ought to have a distinct Amer- 
ican measure of value because we have a 
distinct: American measure of liberty. We 
ean have American geography because our 
rivers and mountains and glorious fields 
with their.rich harvests are our own; but 
we cannot have an American arithmetic, 
because 2 and 2 do not make 5, and 50 does 
not make 100 in the United States any more 
than in Europe. We can have an Americai 
political economy because political economy 
is partly a matter of conditions, and our con- 
ditions are different from those of Europe; 
but we cannot have an American algebra, 
because algebra is not an experimental but 
an exact science.

‘ That the people at the time that law was 
passed did not know that they had been de- 
prived of that right no one will dispute. That 
they have never fully understood the force 
and effect of that law there can be no doubt. 

‘That the motive ‘which actuated those 
who secured its passage was bad nobody at 
the present day will deny. 

“Those who secured the passage of that 
law have not yet proclaimed to the world 
that they are proud of their efforts in that 
behalf. . : 

“Since the passage of that law there has 
been an ever increasing demand for its re- 


“peal and the restoration to the people of the 


right that was taken from them by it. 

“Circumstances and conditions have been 
such since its passage as to apparently make 
the efforts of those who were In favor of its 
repeal futile. ; 

“Those persons in our country who have 
understood the evil effects of that act have 
for years supplicated and implored the Re- 
publican and Democratic parties alike to 
restore to the people the right which was by 
that law taken from them behind their backs 
and without their knowledge and consent, 
but their appeals have been in vain.” :

GERMANS CAN SETTLE IT. 


WASHINGTON HESING TALKS ON THE 
MONEY QUESTION. 


Delivers an Address at Grand Rapids— 
Urges Independent Action by All 
Voters in the Present Campaigu— 
Calls Attention to the Great Re- 
sponsibility Resting Upon German~- 
American Voters in the Middle West 
—Hold Balance in Doubtfal States. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Sept. 8.—[Special.]— 
In response to an invitation from German 
Americans and many business-men of this 
city Postmaster Washington Hesing of Chi- 
cago tonight delivered a non-partisan ad- 
dress on “ Sound Money” to an audience 
that more than filled Lockerby Halli, which 
has a seating capacity of 2,700. On the 
stage were twenty-five or thirty prominent 
Republicans and many of the single stand- 
ard Democrats who signed the call for the 
recent National Democratic State conven- 


tion. 

Mayor Stow presided and the speaker of 
the evening was introduced by his college 
friend and classmate, General Manager 
Heald of the Chicago and West Michigan 
rellway. 

Mr. Hesing said in part: 

This is not the time for party; this is the 
time for patriotism. We have come together 
this evening not as Republicans, not as 
Democrats, and not as Populists, but as true 
American citizens, to consult together about 
the best interests of this great country. 
It is a characteristic of the American peopic 
that when a great question affecting the 
country is at issife they have the courage 
of their convictions, and can lay aside former 

‘allegiance and look for the time being sim- 
ply at the great question under considera- 
tion. And sotonight men can stand side by 
side who in former years fought openly, 
but always honestly, as they differed upon 
gome question of political faith. 

We should all be willing to forget all past 
differences. We should all be willing to lay 
aside’ whatever principles may formerly 
have actuated us and should stand ready 
now, the Republican to grasp the hand of 
‘the Democrat and the Democrat squarely 
and cordially to grasp the hand of the Re- 
publican and unite as one man in this fight 
and have but ohne watchword, and that 
** Honest Money.’’ 

When this fight is over, whatever the re- 
sult may be, what new issue involved or 
new principles at stake, we can go back to 
our respective parties and fight together or 
fight one another in behalf of those princi- 
ples that in our judgment affect our party 
organization one way or another.

' A stock argument of the free silver advo- 
cates is that the adoption of that policy 
would help the debtor class. No one for an 
instant asserts that the working classes of 
the country are in any sense creditors: nor 
do they in any sense belong to the debtor 
‘class.'

** Camp Wild Air, Upper St. Regis, Sept .4.—

QO.: The remembrance of my birthright 
among you touches me, and I am grateful to 
the Ohio Republican editors for it; much

latter so dcceptably that you will need 
neither from me, °

BIG HARVESTS ARE BEING GATHERED, 


Crop Reports Show Generally |Favor- 
able Conditions—Corn Nearly All 
Out of Danger from Frost. 


The last week in Illinois has been cool, cloudy, 
and mostly dry, only light showers falling; these 
were too light to relieve the drought condigions in 
the southern section. The temperature of the week 
averaged from 1° to 6° daily below normal, being 
coolest in northern counties, where light frosts 
were reported. Corn cutting is general and well 
advanced. Late corn is practically beyond frost 
injury, and a large crop is assured. Broomcorn 
and wild hay cutting are about completed; cane 
cutting and field pea harvest continue, also potato 
digging. In southern counties pastures are brown 
and bare, elsewhere over the State fair to good 
pasturage is afforded. Rye sowing continues in 
northern counties, with early sown fields up and 
looking well. Wheat land is being prepared, also 
general fall plowing done; wheat seedling will 
begin the last of this week, although good rains 
are needed to aid in the preparation of the soil. 
Winter apples are ripening rapidly; fall apples 
late peaches, and grapes are plentiful and fine.

BIG ATTACHMENTS AGAINST STINSON. 


St. Paul Property Valued at 81,000,000 
Seized by Trust Company—Oth- 
er Suits Are Begun.

St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 8.—[(Special.])—The 
St. Paul Title Insurance and Trust com- 
pany has attached property to the value of 
$1,000,000 in this city owned by James Stin- 
son of Chicago. The trust company holds 
the defendant's notes, aggregating $150,000, 

The application tor the writs was made 
before Judge Egan. At the same time a 
complaint was filed in the District Court by 
Hanson L. Withers against James Stinson, 
praying for judgment against the de- 
fendant in the sum of $185,000 on twenty- 
one notes for various amounts, all of which 
— made in November and December, 
SJ2. 
reveal that the notes are mortgage notes, 
but it is understood that they are. 

The mortgagee has two remedies against 
the debtor, and in this instance’ suit is 
brought on the notes rather than by fore- 
closure proceedings. William Pearson has 
also brought suit against Stinson on notes 
aggregating $57,000. -The case will be heard 
at the October term of the court. 

Stinson is said to be one of the largest 
holders of realty in Minnesota and is also 
an extensive holder of real estate in Chi- 
cago and other cities. The property in St. 
Paul. and Ramsey County, which was at- 
tached, includes some of the most valuable 
in the city. Most of it is improved property, 
although there is a large quantity of farm 
and wild. lands included in the attachment. 
It is said that Withers will shortly file an-

TROUBLES OF YESSELS AT TUNNEL. 


Low Water, Deep Loading, and the 
Abutment Make Navigation Difii- 
cult at Washington Street. 


The big steamers and barges of the grain 
fieet have had a good deal of trouble re- 
cently with the Washington street tunnel. 
On Sainday morning the whaleback barge 
No. 137 stuck on the top of the tunnel and 
remained there for nhearly ten hours, On 
Monday night the steamer Maruba met with 
the same fate.

These Victims of the Czar’s Edicts Are 
the Principal Celebrants iz 
the Present Festival. 


Chicago Hebrews are celebrating the ad- 
vent of their new year, 5657. The festival 
began on Monday at sundown and it will 
continue ten days. The principal celebrants 
this season are the Jews who have from 
time to time been the subject of the Czar's 
edicts of expulsion and who have been made 
the victims of the persecutions of the ruling 
classes of Russia. 

The American Jews themselves have a 
very dim understanding of the habits and 
customs of this people. Even the signs 
above their shops are unintelligible to the 
average American Jew. 

The orthodox Jews of the West Side have 
been making preparations for this New 
Year, Rosh-Hashonah, and for Yom Kippur, 
the Day of Atonement, for weeks past. The 
stores have been filled with new prayer 
books and tallith. The latter is a peculiar 
cloth of white silk or wool, striped with 
blue or black, which is worn by the Jewish 
men in the synagogues. i 

The tallith is almost unknown in tne re- 
form temples, but occasionally some older 
member of the congp@gation, who still clings 
to the orthodoxy of his fathers, may be seen 
in the synagogues with one about his 
shoulders.

New York, Sept. 8.—[{Special.]—A private 
dispatch from Paris, received here today, 
conveys’the news of the death of Capt. A. P. 
Cooke, United States Navy, in the French 
capital yesterday. 


Capt. Cooke was born in Cooperstown, N. 
Y., in 1836, and was graduated from the 
‘Naval Academy in 1852. He first saw active 
service in Greytown, Nicaragua. In 1862 he 
joined Farragut’s squadron and was present 
at the bombardments of Fort Jackson and 
St. Philip, the destruction of the Confederate 
flotilla, and the capture of New Orleans. 
In 1863 he served in the Red River expedition 
with Farragut and later with Porter. 

In 1869 he was appointed head of the de- 
partment of ordnance at the naval academy, 
and later published a text book on gunning, 
which was used by the cadets. 

He was commissioned Commander in 1870 
and commanded the torpedo boat Intrepid, 
the Alarm, and the steamer Swatara. He 
was made Captain in 1881, and commanded 
the Lacakawanna in 1884 on the Pacific sta- 
tion... He also commanded the Vermont at 
Brooklyn, and in 1888 the Franklin at Nor- 
folk. In 1890 he was ordered to New York as 
President of the Board of Inspection of Mer- 
chant Vessels.

MR. WATSON’S -COMPLIMENTS TO MR. 
SEWALL. 

The Hon. Tom E. Watson has plunged 
into the political vortex from a stump in 
Texas. His first speech has been dissemi- 
nated broadcast throughout the land wher- 
ever the telegraph wires reach. It isa plain, 
clear-cut utterance that cannot be misun- 
derstood. It bristles with terse Saxon 
phrases, and some that are not exactly Sax- 
on. Its subject matter is confined almost 
exclusively to the main issue of the cam- 
paign as Watson understands it—Sewall. 
And that issue is handled without gloves or 
gentleness. : 

It will occur to most readers of the effu- 
sion that the Georgia statesman betrays a 
trifle of impatience and is led thereby into 
the use of language that isincompatible with 
the popular idea of statesmanship. If he 
haé stopped at calling the Hon. Mr. Sewall 
a “knot on the log” his artistic nomen- 
clature would have been subject to no 
adverse criticism, for granting that the rest 
of the free silver aggregation constitutes a 
log, a *“* knot” must be considered a most 
honorable adjunct. But the suggestion of 
compliment is ruthlessly obliterated when 
Mr. Watson becomes imbued with the un- 
happy inspiration to call the Hon. Mr. 
Sewall “‘a wart on the party.” Ina hur- 
ried and incomplete survey of the public 
utterances of other great men there are no 
instances recorded where one has called 
another a “ wart.” In the ample lexicon 
of statecraft never before has it been found 
necessary to incorporate the word “ wart.” 
And when it is remembered that all other 
warts knéwn to science are, as the most ac- 
curate lexicographer defines them, “ small 
circumscribed elevations usually with an 
uneven papillary surface and a broad base,” 
and that Mr. Watson is seeking to represent 
the Hon. Mr. Sewall as an object of some- 
thing like that character, it is apparent to 
what .a pitiable depth of insignificance the 
Hon. Mr. Sewall has fallen in the estimation 
of his corunning-mate. 

Without attempting to combat Mr. Wat- 
son’s estimate of his esteemed Vice-Presi- 
dential contemporary, our regret undoubt- 
edly will be shared generally that the fiery 
Southerner could not confine his sentiments 
to more decorous channels and await in 
dignified patience the consummation of his 
hopes which fate, unaided by Watson, 
seems about to bring about. Perhaps, as 
Mr. Watson says, the Hon. Mr. Sewall cans 
hot carry his’ own family, or the ward, 
town, or State in which he lives, but this 
masterly weakness cannot be claimed asa 
discovery by Mr. Watson. Others have ex- 
pressed the same opinion, in fact, many 
others, and as a result of this rather un- 
usual unanimity, it appears probable that in 
the immediate future, perhaps before the 
Maine State election, or soon after, the 
Hon. Mr. Sewall will find that his business 
interests, or some other interests, demand 
that he retire from his present aspirations. 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Watson could 
not find it possible to make his small offer- 
ing to the amenities of the campaign and 
withhold his “ warts” and “ knots” until 
the time should arrive naturally when such 
* oratorical execrescences”’ would have 
been profitless, Since the expression of Mr. 
Watson's chief ambition, as contained in 
is 
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* Tet Sewall scoot and Watson 
Mr. Sewall should have been permitted to 
do his “ scooting”’ in peace and wartiess, 
when Mr. Watson could proceed to arrive 
with similar facility and free from vain 
regrets.

SPAIN’S FINANCIAL STRAITS. 

When the financial condition of Spain is 
ecousidered in detail it is apparent how wise 
is the policy of delay followed by the Cuban 
insurgents. It is probable if the Spanish 
forces in Cuba could once meet the insur- 
gents in a massed battle the war would end 
in a blaze of Spanish glory. The record of 
the last year and of former revolutions 
showsthe insurgents can never be entrapped 
into such a battle and that they can con- 
tinue their present system of warfare in- 
definitely. It is a war for freedom, and 
after a comprehensive glance at the finances 
of Spain it is not clear how it can fail to 
succeed. | 

At the outbreak of the insurrection the 
debt of Spain amounted to nearly a billion 
and a quarter, with a Cuban debt in addi- 
tion of 173 millions. With this immense 
burden Spain was forced to meet the new 
expense of equipping an army of 130,000 
meu, erecting fortifications, military lines, 
and hospitals in Cuba, purchasing new ships 
and placing old ones on a war footing. Tho 
army has been increased in the year and the 
total expenditure caused by the Cuban war 
up to date aggregates about 130 millions. 
In raising this money Spain carried out as 
far as possible the usual. policy of imposing 
the cost of the insurrection on Cuba. The 
effort, however, to “ pawn the resources of 
the island ” in the European market proved 
disastrous, because they had already been 
exhausted. Kut an issue of bonds au- 
thorized by royal decree in 1890 for.the pur- 
pose of consolidating all Cuban debts previ- 
ously incurred was turned to account. 
These bonds had not been disposed of, and 
permission was granted to use them as col-. 
lateral in raising the needed funds for car- 
rying on the war.

This 
represents the Spanish temper, but such 
romantic arrogance is ridiculous when con- 
fronted with the hard facts.. Like every 
other proud bankrupt, individual or nation- 
al, Spain is resorting to the inost ruinous 
and extravagant measures to hold her head 
up. Piece by piece the national household 
has been stripped of its resources to satisfy 
the reckless loans. Surely the end seems te 
be imminent, and when it comes Cuba will 
be free.

THE DEMAGOGUE BRYAN. 

In his Labor day speech Bryan stated 
that “There are some who apply the 
name *‘ demagogue’ to anybody who speaks 
of ‘the common people.’” And then in a 
meek and lowly way he proceeded to defend 
his frequent use of those words, by pointing 
out that the- New Testament told of the 
Savior speaking to “ the common people,” 
who, * heard him gladly.” 

But Bryan preaches a different gospel 
from that of the Savior, whose audiences 


he likens to hisown. The former gave that 


great commandment which Bryan quoted— 
“Thou shalt love-thy neighbor as thyself.” 
The latter is urging “ the common people,” 
if they have neighbors to whom they owe 
anything, to show love for them by cheating 
them out of half the debt. “ Satan quoting 
scripture ” is exemplified. | 

But the question is not whether “any- 
body ” who speaks of “* the common peo- 
ple” is a demagogue, but whether Bryan is. 
* Demagogue ”’ is defined thus: 


An unprincipled popular orator or leader, one 
who endeavors to curry favor with the people or 
some particular portion of them by pandering to 
their prejudices or wishes, ory playing on their 
ignorance or passions; specifically, an unprin- 
cipled political agitator; one who seeks to obtain 
political power or the furtherance of some sin- 
ister purpose by pandering to the ignorance or 
prejudice of the populace. 


Whoever has read the harangue Bryan 
made on Labor day must admit that the 


above definition applies to him perfectly. 


His speech was saturated with appeals to 
prejudice and to ignorance, whose nature. 
was not hidden by his hypocritical profes- 
sions of devotion to the welfare of those he 
was addressing. 

He had: only sneers 
classes” and only praise for “ the common 
people.” The only persons against whom 
he warned the workingmen were their em- 
ployers. He intimated that the latter were 
oppressors against whom the former should 
be continually on their guard, 

He hinted that their employers were en- 
deavoring to dictate to them how they 
should vote. There is no such dictation. 
The Australian ballot makes it impossible 
if attempted. Bryan told his hearers how 
to behave when men—assumedly acting in 
the interest of employers—offered them 
money for their votes. What had that to 
do with Labor day? Who is'buying votes? 
Who is coercing voters? , 

Bryan did not venture to speak of “‘ 16 to 
1.” That would have been too flagrant a 
breach of the proprieties. But his, speech 
was a thinly-veiled plea for himself as the 
special friend of ** the common people,” and 
the sworn enemy of the rich, and of the em- 
ployers. His language was a blending of 
cant and venom. It was an insult to the 
men on whom he lavished his coarse flat- 
tery.

CONSTRUING THE SUNDAY LAW. 

The Appellate Court for the Fourth Dis- 
trict of Illinvis has just rendered an opinion 
construing the Sunday law, The law 
reads that “ whoever disturbs the peace and 
good order of society by labor (works of 
necessity and charity excepted) or by any 
amusement or diversion on Sunday shall be 
fined not exceeding $25.” 

A Seventh Day Adventist in Richland 
County was fined by a Justice of the Peace 
for plowing in his field while his neighbors 
were on the way to church. He was in 
plain view, and the sight horrified them so 
much that they prosecuted him. The Jus- 
tice fined him, and the Circuit Court sus- 
tained the Justice, but the Appellate Court 
did not. 

That court holds that the statute does not 
make the mere act of labor on Sunday pun- 
ishable. That which the law makes an 
offense is the disturbance of the peace and 
good order of society. But the evidence. 
did not show that there had been any dis- 
turbance. The defendant was working on 
Sunday, but not in such & manner as: 
to bring him within the law. 

This man’s neighbors saw him at work, 
and probably were very much = shocked. 
Their feelings were deeply grieved. But 
to wound a person’s feelings is not an of- 
fense recognized by the criminal code. 
Therefore, the decision of the lower court 
had to be reversed. The Tennessee courts 
have ruled otherwise in these Second Ad- 
ventist cases, but those of Illinois are more 
liberal. 


THE BLISS OF IGNORANCE IN CHINA. 

One of the lesser lights of the Orient ac- 
companying Li Hung Chang has revealed 
the astonishing fact that ** only a small por- 
tion of the population of China is aware that 
there was a war with Japan and that the 
Chinese forces were defeated.” The re- 
mark was brought out in a discussion of the 
immense revenue China must raise to pay 
the indemnity to Japan, It was not con- 
sidered desirable fo try to obtain much of 
this money by increasing the domestic taxes 
for fear the suspicions of the Chinese should 
be aroused as to this Japan war. 

If the statement had emanated from Li 
himself one would be induced to believe it 
another one of his manifestations of wit 
between snoozes. One would presume he 


meant that even the Chinese realized that - 


the kind of fighting in which they indulged 
could hardly be dignified by the name of 
war, and that 2 rout so complete as tne one 
they sustained could not be adequately de- 
scribed as a “ defeat.’ But the titled Chi- 
naman who gives the information cannot be 
suspected of subtlety. He means exactly 
what he says, that most of the Chinese do 
not know that a war was waged and ended 
to the discomfiture of the Chinese Emperor 
and Li Hang Chang's yellow jacket. 

This blissful ignorance is a matter of no 
concern to the people of the United States. 
except possibly to the students of ethnology. 
It has been the common belief that China is 
four centuries behind the front rank of civ-. 
ilized nations, but it is apparent that a 


thousand or so must be added to these four 


| hundred. A nation so beautifully whipped 
as was China that has failed yet to learn of 
the little circumstance seems to be so hope- 
lessly benighted as to discourage any at- 
tempts at enlightenment. It would not be 
surprising now if some other bedizened at- 
taché of the somnolent Ambassador lets 
drop the hint before the party leaves Amer- 
ica that the Chinese from the Emperor down 
have not learned yet that their greatest 
statesman is on his greatest sleeping tour. 
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THE DISHONEST TELLER. 

Senator Teller, in a speech made by him 
during the last session, admitted that gold 
would buy less human labor than before 
“the crime of 1873,” though it would buy 
more of almost everything else. He en- 
deavored to explain this absence of a fall 
in the gold price of labor by attributing it 
to the efficiency of the labor unions. 

The honesty which impelled Senator 
Teller to confess that gold had not appre- 
ciated when measured by human labor has 
deserted him. Ina speech made by him at 
Morrison day before yesterday this sentence 
occurs: * We say that the American dollars 
as now constituted have too high purchas- 
ing power, and will purchase too much of the 
productions of man and too much of his 
\abor.”’ ! 

Teller did not dare to get up in the Senate 
and state that the gold dollar would buy 
more labor now than it did ten, twenty, or 
forty years ago. There are among his col- 
leagues men familiar with the facts, who 
would have risen at once, have pointed to 
the official figures, and have silenced him. 
He did not think his Illinois audience was as 
well posted, and therefore he attempted to 
palm off on his hearers this monstrous un- 
truth that the gold standard has depressed 
the price of labor. 

Wages are not quite as high as they were 
in 1892, but look at the following table 
showing how much more gold value money 
was paid for a day’s work in 1890 than iv 
1840 and intermediate years:

These figures are taken from the report 
of the Senate Committee on ‘Wholesale 
Prices, ‘Transportation, and Wages. Their 
accuracy never has been disputed. That 
report shows that, while the prices of the 
things man produces have fallen, the price 
paid the producer for his labor has risen. 

Teller asks: “ Have you a dollar today 
with the same purchasing power that it had 
twenty years ago?’ He regrets that there 
are no such dollars in existence. He would 
rather have a dollar today with which the 
employer could purchase the’ greater 
amount of labor that he did in 1876, and 
with which the employé could purchase the 
much smaller quantity of the necessaries of 
life he did in 1876, 

Apparently Teller’s ideal golden age is the 
period just prior to 1873. He thinks the 
wages and prices that obtained then were 
perfect and never should be altered, no 
matter how many labor-saving machines 
may be invented. 

He cannot get the workingmen to agree 
with him. He cannot make them believe 
they got better wages in 1873 than they do 
now. He cannot make them believe it is 
for their interest that prices should be as 
high as they were twenty-three years ago.

Mr. Gerald Stanley Lee could hardly have 
found a text more inspiring than the Chi- 
cago convention for an article decrying a 
convention per se as “a normal representa- 
tion of normal manhood on any issue.” A 
recent number of the New York Critic pre- 
sents his views, and if they are not wholly 
convincing they are given in word pictures 
that command attention. ‘* Hullabaloo” is 
the characteristic title of the article, and it 
expresses with accuracy the pertinent feat- 
ure of the L’opocratic assemblage. Refer- 
ring to it directly Mr. Lee says: 

Only in a crowd, with a brass band for a soul 
and the strongest voice for a gave’, could have been 
berne unchallenged a banner so appreciative of 
the Almighty as ‘‘ One God. One country. One 
Bland.’” Only in a crowd reasoning with the help 
of gallery gods and thinking w‘th the fhump of 
canes could the tender symbol of the Sayior's 


grief have been used as the tool of a stump speech 


or the crown of thorns adopted as the keynote ofa 
campaign, the signal for huzzas through all! the 
land—a_transparency—a banner to be trailed 
through torchlight processions and flaunted in po- 
litical rallies to elect a President of the United 
States. 

It is evident he has this convention in 


mind when he says: 


The convention is the most characteristic and in- 
genuous custom of our day, the token of the vast 
companionship, which is not only the mood but 
the yery temperament of our time. In its rough 
and ready way it displays us to the world. It is 
the bill-board of modern thought. ‘In its clumsy 
colors our noble desires are advertised, and on its 
flaming lengths we post our national sins before 
the passing nations of the earth. 

Again, going into more detail, Mr. Lee 
says of this convention: 

Foreshiortening the truth with itself, caricatur- 
ing what it loves, distorting what it hates, it is the 
one place on all the earth where the absurd can 
literally be made sublime, where the truth can be 
swept aside impressively, where bigotry can be 
gicrious, where men, with shouts of joy, can place 
on a hoodlum’s head the halo of the gods. The 
recent adventure which the Nation has experienced 
in Chicago is oné of those expressive events which 
the great spirit seems to have’ substituted in mod- 
ern times for prophecy. It reveals to a popular 
government a fact: that it will have to face—the 
fact that there is nothing more whimsical, more 
egotistical, more irresponsible, more thoughtless 
of everything but itself, than a crowd. 


Lee his inspiration was too unique to be ac- 
cepted as a basis for generalities. The 
dithiculty of tinding an acceptable method 
of registering the majority will of a vast 
number of people is too great to cast aside 
with a lofty derision the convention form 
as now in vogue. Many of Mr. Lee’s con- 
clusions will not be combated, but until a 
better plan is devised—and this Mr. Lee 
dves not attempt—the convention system 
undoubtedly will prevail, ‘It will be re- 
sorted to in the future,” prophesies Mr. Lee, 
‘only in those great crises of ignorance 
and crashes of machinery which can be 
avoided in no other way.” |

Organgrinder Lewis R. Guibor Said to 
Have Left His Family Fireside 
Dark and Desolate. 


Blind Cupid seldom makes stranger 
matches than he did when he united Lewis 
R. Guibor, a blind organ-grinder, and his 
blind wife. But their common affliction was 
not a bond of sympathy strong enough to 
make their married life “ one grand, sweet 
song,’’ and three weeks ago Lewis took his 
hand-organ, it is said, and turned his back 
on his life partner. 

The Guibors have been married for nearly 
three years, They have two children, one of 
Whom ts a toddling boy of 2 years, and the 
other a. babe in its mother’s arms. This 
promising family Guibor has been support- 
ing in a reasonable degree of comfort upon 
wed bits of coin that drop into his little tin- 
But Guibor is said to have grown weary of 
Supporting his family. For whatever cause 
it was, he started out one day three weeks 
ago with his little boy and the organ and 
has not since returned. 

The wife is a comely woman, but her. 
blindness renders her helpless, and with the 
babe to care for she is placed in a sad plight.

But three weeks have passed since then, 
and Guibor has not been arrested.

She carried her babe with her in 
her arms, and a little shock-haired boy led 
her by the hand until she was brought into 
the presence of the station officials.

CLOSE SCHOOLS TO PREVENT DISEASE. 


East Chicago and Whiting Author 
ities Alarmed by the Spread of 
Diphtheria and Typhoid-Fever. 


Considerable alarm is felt at East Chicago 
and Whiting, Ind., on account of the rapid 
Spread of diphtheria and _ typhoid-fever, 
probably caused by the impurities of the wa- 
ter supply which is pumped from Lake 
Michigan. 

To forestall an epidemic the authorities 
have ordered the public schools closed for 
an indefinite period. Township Trustee Ross 
reported: twenty cases. to the Board of 
Health of Lake County and every precaution 


is being taken by the authorities to enforce 
sanitary conditions.

E. M. Broechin, a young Swiss chemist, 
with a small knowledge of English, pleaded 
guilty: before Judge Hutchinson yesterday 
to stealing five microscopes and a molar ex- 
tractor, which he said were taken to Keep his 
family from want. TheJudge was evidently 
jmpressed by the man’s story, and took the 
case under advisement. 

Broechin was, until April 1 last, @ pro- 
fessor at the McKillip Veterinary College in 
Wabash avenue. When the school closed 
he was given a position in the laboratory, 
where he manufactured anti-toxin. He held 
this position until July 15, when he was ar- 
rested charged with the theft of a number 
of microscopes, which had disappeared from 
the laboratory, and he has been in the coun- 
ty jail since then, having been unable to ob- 
tain bail. 

In the course of his trial Broechin told the 
Court he had a wife and two children to sup- 
port, and that his salary at the college and 
laboratory had been too small to keep his 
family from want. 

The five microscopes, which are valued at 
$50 each, were found in a pawn shop.

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 8.—({Special.]—The 
Colts took the last game of the series from 
the Phillies today by a score of T7tos. It was 
an easy victory and a pitcher's battle, in 
which Griffith did steady and effective work, 
and his support was perfect. The home team 
played a fair game of ball, but could not 
bunch hits as gpey did in the two previous 
games. Carsey was hit hard for three in- 
nings. but after that he pitched a great game: 
and shut out the visitors with but two hits 
. in five innings. 

The feature of the game was the fast work 
of the Colts in the field and perfect fleld work 
throughout. Griffith made the only error 
charged to the team by throwing wiid to Ar- 
eon in the first inning, after the first man up 
hunted. After that the Quakers were his 
easy victims. Dahlen, Pfeffer, and Anson 
made three of the swiftest double plays seen 
on the home grounds this season. Dahlen 
accepted ten difficult chances and Pfeffer six 
without a hitch, and McCormick distin- 
gufshed himsel? in several good plays. Only 
five flies went to the Chicago outfield and none 
touched theturf.

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NEW MEN FOR THE TEAM. 


ANSON CONTEMPLATES A NUMBER OF 
CHANGES IN CHICAGO NINE, 


Former Statements of Keeping the 
Same Men for the 1897 Aggrega- 
tion No Longer Made—Present Run 
of Ill-Luck Has Developed the 
Quality of Shirking in Some of the 
Players—Umpire Question Will Be 


Aired by Chicago Management. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 8.—{Special.]—There 
is a big shakeup brewing in the Chicago 
ball club, and no one knows where the be- 
ginning or the end may be. It is certain, 
however, that there will be considerable dif- 
ference in the personnel of the Colts when 
they line up at the starting point in the race 
for the league championship in 1897. 

It is too late in the season to‘ look for 
changes this year and too early to hazard 
more than a rough guess at the make-up of 
the team next year, but everything points 
toward a number of radical changes. Capt. 
Anson is not saying a word, but one of the 
oldest members of the club said today there 
would be strange faces dotted all over the 
diamond in the opening games at the West 
Side Ball Park next year. 

Stnce the Colts struck the present streak 
of ill-luck some of the players who think 
they have a “cinch” on their jobs have 
been accused of shirking and laying off 
without sufficient cause, when if the club 


~~ had been winning they would have worked 


every day as regularly as they showed in the 
dining-car at meal time. 


Anson Watches Closely. 

Capt. Anson has the faculty of seeing and 
taking notes without saying anything. He 
has never learned how to score a ball game 
according to league rules, but he keeps a 
mental tab on lots of little things beside 
percentages and averages, which do not ap- 
pear in the summaries. 

When the club started on its present trip 
Capt. Anson was often heard to remark that 
Chicago had the best team in the league 
and that it would win the pennant in 187 
without signing any new men: Although 
he did not expect to.change his batteries, he 
said he would perhaps try one or two new 
pitchers which he hadin mind. There was 
no doubt as to the veteran's sincerity 1n the 
remark, and by way of emphasizing it he 
frequently offered to bet from $1,000 to $5,000 
that his modest estimate of his Bunch of 
Colts was approximately correct. 

But everything has changed since hard 
luck has persistently followed the team. 
Your Uncle has discovered a yellow streak 
in some of his hirelings, and he won't for- 
give a man who will only play his best when 
the team is winning two games out of three. 
He says he can forgive errors and poor 
‘* stick wark,’’ because they are some of the 
component parts of the national game, but 
he cannot endure a “ quitter.’% According 
to the best authority on newly coined words, 
a “quitter” is a man without the proper 
amount of ‘‘nerve’’ or “ sand,” or, for ex- 
ample, a Colt who lays down in the harness 


‘when he strikes a rough place in the road. 


Those Who Shirk Must Go. 


If, therefore, the “‘ qtitters’’ now in the 

employ of the Chicago baseball corporation 
may be discovered the man who solves the 
problem can put his finger on the spots where 
the several vacancies are likely tooccur. As 
for the “new faces” that are to be seen 
where the others now appear, no one has as 
yet dared to breathe an opinion. It is safe 
to say, however, the new men will not be 
“ quitters,’’ arid they will be possessed of the 
ability to hit the ball hard and often enough 
to earn an average of not less than 500. 
In looking over the field in séarch of the 
meh who have played their last season with 
the Colts three. men—Everitt, Lange, and 
Ryan-+playing in the outfield must be ex- 
eluded from the list of possibilities. Everitt 
has been playing good ball with a bad arm 
which would have disabled most men. Lange 
has played good ball right ag on the trip, 
not even permitting his socia ities to inter- 
fere with business to any serious extent, and 
Ryan has been playing as good ball both In 
the fleld and at the bat as any manin the 
club. 

This narrows the pail for “* quitters ”’ 
down to the infield and the batteries. It does 
not appear that Donohue could be « ‘lasse das 
a delinquent. He voluntarily joined the club 
ten days ago and has caught eight games of 
ball with a badly crippled hand, and his bat- 
ting average on the trip up to today isa trifle 
better than 400. 

It would be hard to continue speculation 
much further without becoming personal 
and it would be unjust to spread a rumor 
as a fact. Unless rumor has made another 
serious mistake, however, Capt. Anson and 
Manager Hart are both ke eping a sharp eye 
out for pitchers and catchers who can bat 
as well as keep up a fair average in field 
work. It is batting that counts after all. 

To Discuss Umpire Question, 

There is another matter in Capt. Anson's 
will probably be aired at the 
and that is the vexed ques- 
tion of umpires. There is a growing dispo- 
sition in all parts of. the country to doubt 
President Yeung’s wisdom in the selecting 
of such men: It is not a desirable situa- 
tion except for men who have thick skins 
and almost total disregard for public opin» 
ion. and they are not always the men of the

- most conscientious turn of mind. 


At least two of Mr. Young’s selections are 
former prizée-fighters. Nearly everybody is 
willing to admit there are one or two fairly 

ood umpires in the league, but opinions 
differ greatly as .to the selection of the one 
or two. According to Capt. Anson, there is 
not a man among them who is not greatly 
influenced by a partisan audience, and it 1s 
beyond dispute that Chicago has be ‘en liter- 
ally robbed of games on the present trip 
through incompetent umpires. 

Cowardice, rather than dishonesty, 
chief defect. The double-umpire 
seems to be growing in favor, not because it 
results in less mistakes, but because they 
are more lable to be equally divided, 


Revision of Rules Desired, 


Another subject for discussion its the prop- 
osition to revise and restrict the rules in 
seoring, to the end that there may be some- 
thing like universal system employed. The 
officials score keepers in the Eastern cities, 
the players say, are much more liberal with 
the home teams than those of the West. 

Batting averages of the Eastern players 
are ** padded ”’ by friendly scorers by over- 
looking errors -in opposing teams.

COLUMBIA CONSTRUCTION STOCK- 
HOLDERS ARE GIVEN FIGURES. 


Expenditures Amounting to $5,525,506 
Are Shown, with Cash on Hand 
Amounting to $37,389—Stockheold- 
ers Asked to Pay Delinquent Assess- 
ments—Work Is Practically at a 
Standstill—Lake Street Stock Is in 
Some Demand. 


Stockholders of the Columbia Constryction 
company were given a statement yesterday 
of the condition of Columbia Construction 
finances. The showifg was better than 
many had expected. It showed the company 
to have received from the issue of $5,000,000 
of stock a total of $4,094,880, or all due on 
the Btock except $905,120. This sum is di- 
vided as follows: Stock remaining unsub- 
scribed for, $441,800; installments on stock 
subscribed for not yet called, $182,920; delin- 
quent subscriptions, $340,400. Mr Louder- 
back made a statement to the stockholders 
showing expenditures of $5,52 39. 

The meeting of stockhoiders was called 
for 3:30 yesterday afternoon in the rooms 
of the Central Safety Deposit Vaults in The 
Rookery. It was largeiy attended by stock- 
holders, including Charles T. Yerkes, who, 
while the ruling spirit ir the corporation, is 
not an official. D. H. Louderback had the 
report of receipts and expenditures, and 


. this was supplemented by information from 


Mr. Yerkes. Mr. Yerkes announced the 
financial situation at the present time was 


such he did not deem it advisable to do any 


further work in the line of construction 
other than to complete the erection of iron 
now on the grounds and paidfor. He wasas 
hopeful as to the future of the company as 
ever, but he said in his opinion nothing 
would be gained by carrying on active op- 
erations at the present time. Money was 
hard to get, and until times became more 
settled and the money market became easier 
he thought the best policy would be to re- 
frain from further active operations. 


Stockholders Asked to Pay Up. 

Mr. Yerkes had a double purpose in call- 
ing stockholders in the Columbia Construc- 
tion company to attend the meeting yester- 
day. He said in the course of his remarks 
it was absolutely esseptial the stockholders 
in default should pay up:their various as- 
sessments. The amount delinquent as stated 
previcusly is $340,400, and with this amount 
paid in Mr. Yerkes said it would be possible to 
doa considerableamountof work without the 
necessity of calling for further assessments 
from stockholders. He said he had been 
lenient in demanding the amounts due ow- 
ing to the hard times and the unsettled con- 


dition of finances, but he thought stock- 


holders should make an effort to pay up the 
amounts now overdue. 

Mr. Louderback announced there was 
enough iron on the ground for one and one- 
balf miles of additional structure and said 
this would be erected without delay. This 
is the portion from Fullerton avenue south 
to Clybourn avenue and running parallel 
with Clybourn avenue from Sheffield avenue 
to Dayton street, and also for a small 
amount of new work at the north end ofthe 
line. He said there was now completed one 
and three-quarters miles, and this, with the 
amount which will be erected at once, will 
give nearly three and one-half miles of four- 
track structure. There would be in all five 
and one-half miles of four track and two 
miles of double track structure, leaving to 
be erected, after the completion of the work 
now on hand, two miles of four track and 
two miles of double track structure. In ad- 
dition to this the power-house is to be built, 
the Wells street bridge reconstructed, so as 
te admit of its carrying the élevated trains 
across the river, the machinery is to be pur- 
chased and equipment provided.

W. H. NEWMAN LEAVES THE CHJICA- 
GO AND NORTHWESTERN ROAD. 


va ae - 

By the End of This Month He Will As- 
sume the Position of Second Vice- 
President of the Great Northern— 
His Successor in the Old Place Not 
Yet Announced—Milwaukee and St. 
Paul Does Well During Fiscal Year 
—~Showing of Iowa Central. 


Great surprise was occasioned last even- 
ing when it. leaked out that W. H. Newman, 
Third Vice-President and general traffic 
manager of the Chicago and Northwestern 
road, had decided to sever his connection 
with that company, and by the end of this 
month assume the position of Second Vice- 
President of the Great Northern railway, 
with headquarters at St. Paul. 

When it was announced a few days ago 
that W. W. Finley, the present Second Vice- 
President of the Great Northern, had been 
elected First Vice-President of the Southern 
railway company, littlé credence was placed 
in the report, as Mr. Finley only about six 
months ago resigned the position of Second 
Vice-President of’ the Southern railway to 


-go back with the Great Northern, of which 


he had been prior to 1894 the general traffic 
mahager. The acceptance of Mr. Finley's 
position on the Great Northern by W. H., 
Newman proves the correctness of the re- 
port. 

The cause for Mr. 
from the Great Northern is said to be that 
his wife cannot stand the climate of St. Paul. 
That was the reason why he left the Great 
Northern about three years ago. 

Mr. Newman is considered one of the 
ablest traffic managers'in the country. Not 
only does he enjoy the greatest respect and 
confidence of every officer of the Northwest- 
ern and the highest esteem of the employés 
cf the road, but the officials of competing 
and connecting lines look upon him as a 
leader in Western traffic affairs. He went 
to the Northwestern as Third Vice-Pres!- 
dent, in charge of traffic, in November, 1889. 

Previous to his connection with the Narth- 


western Mr. Newman held high official posi- . 


tions with a numbér of Southwestern rail- 
roads, in all of which he distinguished him- 
self in: a high degree. It is not known what 
caused Mr. Newman to make the presént 
change. 

Who will succeed Mr. Newman as Third 
Vice-President and general traffic manager 
of the Chicago and Northwestern has not 
yet been. announced. It is thought 
probable that H. R. McCullough, the pres- 


ent general freight agent of the road, will. 


get the place. 
GREAT WESTERN HAS GREAT PLANS. 


Extensive Improvements in Progress 
and Planned for the Future. 

St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 8.—{Special.]—The 
Chicago Great Western has not, as re- 
ported, décided upon the creation of an ex- 
tensive system of elevators. It will build 
one at Kansas City and perhaps another at 
Des Moines, and this is as far as its plans 
have been matured. 

The amount of money secured in Europe 
by Consul Oppenheim for the road is not 
known, but it is supposed to be about §$1,000,- 
UUY. 

It is learned from the Stickneys, however, 
that the Great Western has began an era 
of great enterprise and business activity. 
In addition to extensive improvements and 


‘leases of exclusive terminals at Des Moines 


and Chicago, announced two weeks ago, it 
is learned that track will be laid on a new 
,branch running from Dodge Center to Man- 
torville, Minn., a distance of six miles. 
Mantorville is famous for its stone quarry, 
and the new branch will be a vaiuvable ad- 
dition to the property. Work en it will be 
ccmpleted by the middle of next month, 
when a iyoat train will be put in service 
there. 

This fall ‘the Great Western will lay sev- 
eral miles more of heavy Steel rail near Chi- 
cago, and next season it will lay sixty miles 
more. In his last annual report to the share- 
helders President Stickney called their at- 
tention to experiments he had been making 
to demonstrate the possibility of reducing 
grades for the handling of heavier trains 
at a cost of $250,000, He proposed such 
reduction in eastbound grades on the main 
line from Oelwein to Chicago on the South- 
western line, from Reinbeck to Oelwein and 
the Northwestern from Dodge Center to 
Oelwein, in all 368 miles. Except on the 
Southwestern line, this work is now in 
progress, and will be finished by the middle 
of next summer, work being conducted all 
winter. 

Work has also been commenced on an 
elevator at Kansas City with a capacity 
of 10,000,000 bushels. This will be one of 
the largest in the country, and no other 
elevator will excel it in handling capacity. 
It will have five sets of machinery and the 
cost of construction will amount to $200,0v0., 
The proposed freight-house at Chicago will 
cost about as much more, and, if completed 
according to present plans, will be the 
largest in the world,
